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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Weber 
(US4886059) and Teves (US4967759), further in view of Turner (US5638812). 

Claim 10 merely calls for an endotracheal tube having ports for releasing anti- 
biofilm/antimicrobial materials internally and to the exterior and also spots - meaning 
sites or locations - for ultrasound transducers or applicator electrodes. Since it was 
known per Weber to place Doppler transducers 21 on an endotracheal tube tip having 
internal/external ports e.g. 33, 34 and it was similarly known per Teves to provide both 
pacing type stimulatory electrode pair 104 and acoustic pressure sensor(s) 42 in 
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conjunction with a multiple lumen device per col. 6 lines 33 - 38, and since the 
application of anti-microbial/biofilm coating treatment to endotracheal tubes was known 
per Turner, the structure of an endotracheal tube without electronics, namely such a 
device having multiple ports and lumens of a type capable of having mounted thereto 
the ultrasound and electrode endotracheal tube-treatment effectors would have been 
well-known. 

Claims 1 1 - 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
the references as applied to claim 10 above, and further in view of Fischer, Jr. 
(US5544648) since the latter evidences that the implementation of multiple lumens as 
called for in the former might be effected by a concentric design. 



Claims 1 - 9 are allowed.
